There  have  been  no  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  which 
have  been  specially  noteworthy  in  the  area  during  the  year.  The  al 
round  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  been  lower  this  year  with 
the  exception  of  scarlet  fever  and.  whooping  cough.  In  respect  of 
this  latter  disease  I  am  hopeful  that  immunisat ion  will  soon  be  ^ 
available.  Statistical  information  on  the  incidence  of  infectious 
diseases  is  given  in  the  appropriate  section  of  the  report. 


The  general  provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  area,  under 
Part  III  of  the  Act,  would  appear  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  14.9  and  the  Death  Rate  9.6  per  thousand 
population  and  Infantile  Mortality  11.9  per  thousand  live  births. 
(Infantile  Mortality  Rate  means  the  number  per  1,000  births  of 
children  who  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year) •

The  above  rates  compare  favourably  with  the 
particularly  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  11.9  as 
country,  and  is  probably  the  lowest  rate  ever  record 
district.

Health  Committee  as  to  how  the  supply  might  be  augmented.  It  was 
hoped  that  some  arrangement  might  be  come  to  with  the  neighbouring 
authority,  Bridgnorth  R.D.C.  and  with  Wolverhampton  Corporation  who 
are  the  statutory  water  undertakers  for  the  area. 

Applicat ion  for  a  water  supply  to  properties  at  Bottcrham 
in  the  parish  of  Womb our n  was  made  to  Bilston  Water  Undertaking  for 
consideration. 

water  supply  for  the  proposed  development  of  the  parish  of 
Col, sail  ano  a  scheme  for  giving  same  by  an  arrangement  with  Wolverhampton 
Water  Undertaking,  were  also  given  consideration. 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  different  parts  of  the  Rural 
District  have  also  engaged  the  attention  of  your  Health  Committee  and 
schemes  devised  to  meet  the  requirements  of  those  districts  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  In  view*  of  financial 
stringency  and  the  necessity  for  national  economy  it  is  net  easy  to  get 
rcac;.y  approval  for  expenditure  on  such  schemes  in  toto.  The  Minister 
generally  agrees  in  pronciple  but  subjects  the  proposed  plans  to  cither 
alterations  and  amendments  or  to  postponement  for  the  time  being.  How¬ 
ever,  there  is  no  need  to  be  despondent  and.  the  districts  concerned  can  lor 
forward  to  an  early  amelioration  of  their  sanitary  conditions®  Fuller 
information  on  the  subject  as  to  the  position  is  given  by  your  Surveyor 
in  the  body  of  the  report. 

From  time  to  time  the  positioning  of  caravans  and  moveable 
dwellings  in  different  parts  of  the  district  gave  rise  to  discussion 
as  to  the  advisability  of  establishment  of  recognised  sites  with  a  view 
to  meeting  sanitary  requirements.  For  the  time  being,  pending  the 
establishment  of  recognised  sites,  conditions  have  been  laid  down  which 
pus t  be  satisfied  in  respect  of  an  application  for  a  camping  ground  licence 
The  Sanitary  Inspector  details  the  requirements  in  his  Report. 


j-he  state  of  some  of  the  hutted  dwellings  in  Wromces ley  Park  have 
occasioned  concern  and  evoked  adverse  criticism  from  time  to  time.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  some  of  the  huts  on  this  site  are  in  poor  condition  but

I  conclude  my  prefatory  remarks  with  some  observations  on  the 
present  outlook  on  Public  Health,  and  the  position  it  occupies  in 


relation  to  the  National  Health  Service 


That  latter  service  ia 


essentially  concerned  with  the  prov  is  ion  of  medical  and  surgical 
services  to  the  actually  sick.  advances  in  surgical  technique  and 
recent  discoveries  in  medicine  and  anti-biotics  have  brought  both  those 
fields  very  much  into  the  lime-light,  and  rightly  too,  and  naturally  so 
because  it"  is  the  curative  aspect  that  appeals  to  the  sufferer.  But 
that  does  not  by  one  iota  detract  from  the  importance  of  Preventive 
Medicine,  so  many  ailments  and  diseases  being  avoidable. 


The  Public  Health  Service  is  essentially  a  preventive  one  and  , 
communities  owe  much  to  it  in  the  way  of  prevention  and  control  over 
infectious  diseases;  but  at  the  moment  the  emphasis  is  on  personal 
service,  housing,  home-helps,  care  of  the  aged,  social,  environmental 
and  industrial  conditions.  Preventive  public  health  measures  of  the 
past  would  appear  to  have  been  so  efficient  that,  with  decreasing 
Infantile  mortality,  rise  in  expectation  of  life,  and  resultant  increasin 
longevity,  people  are  now  living  much  longer  and  we  are  being  faced 
with  the  problem  of  the  aged. 


Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  this  trend  towards  personal  and 
social  service,  the  old  public  health  problems  of  protecting  water  and 
milk  supplies,  safeguarding  food,  ensuring  efficient  drainage  and 
sewerage,  and  combating  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases,  are  still 
with  us  and  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  or  subordinated  to  the  personal 


tnd  social  services. 


In  Remitting  office  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  cf  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  help  and  co-operation  they  have  given  me  throughout 
the  year  and  for  their  unvarying  courtesy.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Seisdon  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  twelfth  Annual  Report,  that 
for  the  year  1952,  upon  the  work  carried  out  by  my  Department. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  under  review,  following  the 
points  raised  in  my  last  report,  four  Demolition  Orders  were  made  and 
two  Undertakings  accepted.  This  work  is  continuing  during  the  present 
year.  As  forecast  in  that  report  there  has  been  a  decline  in  the 
number  of  old  house 3  being  repaired  for  owner  occupation  following  the 
improvement  in  the  situation  relative  to  the  building  of  private  houses, 
and  it  is  probable  that  in  the  future  action  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936  will  result  in  an  increasing  proportion  of  Demolition 
Orders  against  Undertakings  that  premises  will  not  be  used  for  human 
habitation  until  repaired. 


The  easing  of  the  building  position  has  also  resulted  in  a  falling 
off  in  the  number  of  new  applications  for  Moveable  Dwelling  licences  by 
couples  desiring  to  live  in  caravans  as  permanent  homes.  This,  I  think, 
is  a  desirable  trend.  We  may  agree  that  the  modern  caravan  is  eminently 
suitable  for  those  who  desire  a  care-free  open-air  holiday,  but  there 
must  be  some  disagreement  when  considering  these  mobile  units  as 
permanent  housing  accommodation,  except  possibly  in  the  case  of  servicemen 
and  their  wives,  who  may  be  moved  to  other  stations  at  short  notice. 


With  the  sanction,  now  received,  to  proceed  with  some  of  the 
various  village  sewerage  schemes  (which  have  been  the  concern  of  your 
Committee  for  some  years  now)  we  may  anticipate  a  considerable  improvement 
in  the  sanitary  amenities  available  in  those  villages.  The  share  of  the 
cost  of  conversions  may  mean  quite  a  considerable  outlay  by  the  Council 
but  there  is,  on  the  credit  side,  a  saving  in  manpower  and  more  important 
a  very  considerably  reduced  risk  of  infectious  disease.  There  is  also, 
perhaps,  a  less  tangible  aspect.  With  increased  amenities,  elecl^r icity , 
water,  sewerage,  etc.  there  will  be  a  greater  attraction  for  peopj^e 
desiring  to  live  in  the  country,  particularly  perhaps  amongst  the^1’ 
younge r  ge n e r a  t i on ,

licensed  for  9  caravans,  the  latter  for  54. 

One  site  at  Bobbington  was  cleared  and  the  four  occupants 
transferred  to  the  new  site  at  Yew  Tree  Farm. 

The  number  of  now  applicants  for  lection  269  licences  has  been 
restricted  by  the  practice  now  adopted  of  insisting  on  all  new  applicants 
obtaining  planning  approval  first.  This  results  in  a  considerable 
"weeding  out"  of  new  sites  before  they  need  be  considered  by  your 
Public  Health  Committee.

Staff 


The  work  carried  out  by  the  Department  relates  to  house  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  salvage  collection  and  disposal,  cesspool, 
pan  and  privy  emptying,  and  the  cleansing  of  Public  Conveniences,  There 
are  30  men  employed  for  these  purposes. 

Vehicles 

During  the  year  4  Morris  Commercial  and  1  Dennis  refuse  vehicles 
and  1  Karrier  Cesspool  Emptier  were  in  daily  use.  The  Morris  Commercial 
and  Dennis  vehicles  gave  good  service  during  the  year  but  the  Karrier 
Cesspool  Emptier  has  been  giving  trouble  and  approximately  £130  has  been 
spent  on  repairs  during  that  period.  This  machine  was  purchased  in 
May  1949,  and  I  think  the  Council  should  now  consider  selling  it  and 
purchase  a  new  one  , 

Co llec tion  of  household  refuse 

In  the  more  built  up  areas  a  weekly  collection  was  in  operation: 
and  all  other  areas  had  a  fortnightly  collection.  The  service  was 
regularly  maintained  apart  from  occasional  irregularities  duo  to 
illness,  holidays  and  inclement  weather. 

D igp osal  of  refuse 

The  Council  have  three  tips  in  use  at  Kinver ,  Wombourn  and 
Codsall,  all  have  been  covered  with  soil  and  levelled  off.  Refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  a  site  in  Wombourn. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  mentioned  that  the  tip  at  Kingswocd 
Common  would  soon  be  filled  and  that  the  holes  on  the  other  side  of  the 
road  could  probably  be  used  to  dump  rubbish.  Up  to  the  present  time 
negotiations  are  still  proceeding  in  respect  of  this  land  and^as  a  result 
most  of  the  rubbish  collected  in  Codsall  and  Wrottes ley  is  being  brought 
back  to  the  tip  at  Wombourn. 

On  the  Kinver  and  Codsall  tips  trespassing  by  children  and  youths 
causes  a  certain  amount  of  trouble  through  raking  out  refuse  and  lighting 
fires,  and  occasional  tipping  by  hawkers  or  greengrocers  etc.  at  weekends 
over  the  top  of  a  covered  face. 

Rats  were  kept  under  control  by  regular  treatment  by  the  Council’s 
Rodent  Operator, 


Cesspools 

There  are  approximately  450  cesspools  in  the  area  which  are 
emptied  on  request.

All  pans  in  the  area  (approx.  950)  are  emptied  weekly  except  in 
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a  few  oases  where  there  are  only  two  people  in  the  family  and  those  arc 
e mp tied  fortnightly. 

Privies 

Privies  still  in  use  arc  emptied  on  request. 


Public  Conveniences 


There  are  2  for  males  and  2  for  females  in  the  Kinvcr  area  and  1 
for  males  and  1  for  females  in  the  Wonbourn  area.  These  have  been 
cleansed  regularly  and  only  minor  damage  was  caused  to  these  premises 
during  the  year. 


Salvage 


Was  top,:,  per ,  which  is  collected  from  shops  and  houses  along  with 
the  refuse,  amounted  to  40  tons  and  was  sold  to  the  Thames  Board  Mills 
Ltd,  for  the  sum  of  £423,  In  addition  to  was tepaper ,  scrap  metal,  rags, 
etc.  wore  collected,  totalling  a  weight  of  15  tons  and  realising  a  sum  of 
170.  During  the  year  the  price  paid  by  the  Thames  Board  Mills  was 
reduced  from  £13  to  £7-  10s.  per  ton.

Considerable  difficulties  were  experienced  in  carrying  out  the 
cleansing  work  due  to  the  shortage  of  suitable  workmen  for  the  jeu,  in 
spite  of  numerous  advertisements  in  the  press  and  applications  to  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  &  National  Service  no  suitable  workmen  were  forthcoming
